As a result of the primary 
of August 5, two of the candi- 
dates defeated on the face of 
the returns filed, a few days 
ago petitions for contests. Wie 
are Stephen P. Combs, defea - 
ed for the Republican nomina- 
tion for sheriff, and James M. 
Crase, defeated for County 
Judge. J. Harvey Hogg was 
given the certificate of nomina 
tion for sheriff and J. Mart 
Potter the certificate for Coun- 
ty Judge. The petition grounds 
for contest filed by Combs a 
verified by him, alleges that 
Mrs. Mantie Whitaker, candi--- 
date for jailer; J. Harvey 
Hogg, candidate for sneriff,and | 
J. Mart Potter, candidate for 
County Judge, entered inte a 
corrupt conspiracy, whereby 
they agreed to, and did, make 
up a “slush fund” of more than 
$5,000 to corrupt the primary 
election by the purchase ol 
votes and otherwise viciate ana 
corrupt said election in viola- 
tion of the Corrupt Practices 
Law. 

The petition of James M. 
Crase against the nomination 
ot Mr. Potter alleges tne same 
charges and is verified by him. 
Thus, it looks like preparations 
are being made for the fur be- 
ginning to fly. Of course, the 
contestees will come back with 
het denials and counter sharg- 
es, in some instances along the 
same grounds. 

The contest is brought in the 
Circuit Court and ordinarily 
would be neard by Judge R. M. 
Fields, but we understand he 
has already disqualified himseli 
as trial judge in the case, Un- 
less the parties interested agree 
among themselves for some lo- 
cal attorney to hear the cases, 
the Court of Appeals will ap- 
point one. It was said a_ few 
days ago that Thos. R. Collier, 
the runner up to Mrs. Whitak- 
er in the jailer’s race, had his 
petition for a contest ready, but 
up to Monday evening his peti- 
tion has not been filed. 

Later. Early today, Mr.Crase 
came inte the Circuit Clerk’s ot 
fice and ordered his petition for 
contest to be set aside and held 
for raught. Thus only one con- 
test is pending, against Mr. 
Hogg, wno has the certificate 
of nomination for sheriff.

People not entitled to 
‘nelp were probably helped, 
scme of the money spent was 
probably wasted by being put 
into projects that were useless, 
but the work was done and the 
money went to quiet the nerves 
of some poor mother and fur- 
nish a meal for some poor chil- 
dren, all of whom were’ in no 
sense responsible for. their pov- 
erty-stricken condition. In contd 
dering charity and helping the| 
needy, no one can_ go back of 
the condition that produced it.; 
Generaly, unemployment pre- 
vailing for over two years has 
brought on the desperate condi- 


tion. The coal companies had 
exhausted their every means to 
feed their tnousands of*men in 
their camps. The whole truth is 
without the relief furnished, 
deaths would have resulted 
from starvation and exposure. 
Ancther period of scarcity and 
suffering is again just ahead. 
It may not be as desperate as 
that through which we have 
passed but it will be bad 
enough. Thousands have strug- 
gled to get on their feet this 
season. The dry weather has 
heavily handicapped them and 
there must be no starvation per 
mitted in tbe county if it can b< 
prevented. The Administration, 
both state and national, is_be- 
hind the movement to furnisn 
relief. With it, the future is 
dark encugh; without it, we 
dare to contemplate the certain 
possibilities. The heart of the 
naticn, the common people, is 
its refuge. When tnat heart is 
broken by calamity, desperation 
is abroad in the land and insur- 
rection sweeps everything be- 
fore it. The preservation of the 
country must be maintained.

“Volume 25, Number 53” 
reads the date line on the Eagie 
this week. Think of it! Twenty 
six years ago on the last Thurs- 
day in August, down on _ the

“Manerva Brashears Home’ 
the first few copies of the 
Eagle were rn off the press. Ii 
was a hazardous venture and 
those who looked over its pag- 
es said, Well, it’s different, but 
it, too, will be dead in a few 
months.” Only a few people 
were willing to slap us on the 
back and say, “Go at it, Nehe, 
you can make it go.” And so it 
trudged along, stumbling and 
halting. All day and all night, 
sometimes, we “stuck type” in 
order to get out the paper on 
time. It began to attract atten- 
tion not only in the old town 
but in the country as well. A 
sample copy with a request for 
a subscription was mailed to 
the late John Mayo, at Paints- 
ville, and in a few days a tet- 
ter was received which read, 
“Enclosed please find check for 
$1.00, for which send me that 
dandy little Eagle of yours for 
one year.”
